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The  new  chancellor  of  North  Carolina  Central 
University  was  truly  a  welcome  addition.  Julius 
Chambers,  our  new  chancellor,  received  his  bache- 
lor's degree  in  history  and  graduated  summa  cum 
laude  in  1958  from  what  was  then  North  Carolina 
College  at  Durham.  He  then  received  his  master's 
degree  in  history  from  the  University  of  Michigan  in 
1959,  and  his  law  degree  from  the  University  of 
North  Carolina  in  1962.  As  a  law  student,  he  served 
as  editor-in-chief  of  the  North  Carolina  Law  Review 
and  graduated  first  in  his  class.  The  following  year, 
1963,  he  received  the  LL.  M.  degree  from  Columbia 
University  School  of  Law. 

Chambers  became  the  first  legal  intern  for  the 
NAACP  Legal  Defense  and  Educational  Fund.  In 
1964  he  established  a  private  practice  in  Charlotte, 
concentrating  on  civil  rights  issues.  He  gained 
national  recognition  in  the  areas  of  school  desegre- 
gation, voting  rights,  and  fair  employment.  Among 
his  Supreme  Court  cases  was  Swann  vs.  Charlotte- 
Meckenburg  Board  of  Education  which  he  argued 
in  1971.  This  landmark  case  established  busing  as  a 
means  of  achieving  desegregation  in  the  public 
school  system. 

Dr.  Chambers  has  served  as  the  director-counsel 
of  the  NAACP  Legal  Defense  and  Higher  Education 
Fund,  as  a  member  of  the  New  Jersey  Board  of 
Higher  Education,  and  taught  civil  rights  and  con- 
stitutional law  courses  at  the  University  of  Virginia, 
Harvard  University,  the  University  of  Pennsylvania, 
Columbia  University,  and  the  University  of 
Michigan.
